But lf>0 eggs per year is less than 
50r; production for the industry 
ag a whole.

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Ohio State, Purdue 
to Hold Top Game 


in Big Ten Circles 


Chicago. Oct. 16—(AP)—On the 


surface. Purdue and Ohio State, 
who meet m the top game of this 
week's western conference sched- 
ule, appear just about equal. 


Tnoy've met the same foes. Iowa 


and \Yisconsm, and won by almost 
identical scores. 


However, official league statis- 


tics show a few things not easily 
discernible to the fan on the 50- 
yard line. 
The figures show the 


Buckeyes and Boilermakers are su- 
perior to other teams in almost ev- 
ery department—and that Ohio 
State is superior to Purdue in all 
except punting and passing. 


The figures do not include Min- 


nesota's powerful Gophers, who 
haven't opened their 
conference 


season. 


The Buckeyes were ranked first. 


both offensively and defensively on 
a. basis of average yardage per 
g-ame. 
Purdue was ranked third 


offensively and second defensively. 
Ohio State leads the circuit in to- 
tal sains with an average of 379 
yards, to -JSl for the Boilermakers 
Michigan has 305 in that depart- 
ment. On passes, the 
Buckeyes 


have averaged 125 yards; Purdue 
58. 


Ohio Leads Defense 


On the defensive side, Purdue 


has allowed opponents to average
